Fraternity residents escape fire 


CSUS students escaped injury this 
month when Bill Baxter and Jan Bar- 
ton of the Woodside residential 
apartment complex discovered a fire 
at the TKE Fraternity Housc on 
Sierra Blvd 


The fire occurred at § 4m Long 
before. the last guests at the TKE 
New Years’s Eve party had left the 
fraternity house. Reportedly. a 
number of mattresses that were stored 
against the back of the fraternity 
house caught fire, and caused $2,000 
damage tothe recreation room 


The IS residents were very for- 
tunate that Baxter and Barton were 
returning from their own New Year's 
Eve party when the fire broke out 
Baxter immediately called the fire 
department. while Barton ran over to 
the house to wake up the residents 

Ross Dierking. resident and 
president of the Fraternity later said 
that “If they would have come home 
ten minutes earlier they might not 
have seen the fire. Ten minutes later 
the whole house and its inhabitants 
would have been gone.” 

Fireman arrived from the nearby 


Northrop station within four minutes 
ifter Baxter's call: It took them only a 
few minutes to extinguish the fire 

“It could have been much worse 
though,” Dierking said. “Our house is 
made almost entirely out of wood and 
it wouldn't have taken all that much 
longer for the rest of the house to catch 
fite.” 

Apparently the cause of the fire 
was a cigarette left on top of one of the 
mattresses outside the house. “Jt must 
have smoldered for like three hours 
before the mattresses finally caught ou 
fire.” Dierking said 
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added Cox. “It's un 
It's the first building w 
campus that cory 
called office landscaping I} ‘ 
utilizes carpeting as 
material and puts to use low 
ceiling - height partitions as separatir 
functions.

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‘Silent Zone’ baffles the scientists 


A small triangle of land in north 
central Mexico is baffling scientists. 
the Strategic Air Command (SAC) 
and the Nationa! Aeronautics and 
Space Administration (NASA) 

Known as the Silent Zone, the area 
of cactus desert is causing conster- 
nation in the scientific community 
because radio waves will not travel 
within its constantly shifting boun- 
daries. Compasses go haywire in the 
Silent Zone, which also exhibits 
mutant plant life and an unusual 
abundance of fallen meteoryes 

The peculiar features of the Silent 
Zone were first discovered in 1969 by 
Harry de la Pena, a Mexican engineer 
Prospecting for oil. He found his CB 
car radio would not work within the 
Zone, despite a total lack of natural or 
human - made obstructions. De la 
Pena later returned with a'powerful 
transmitter and confirmed a discrete 
area of total radio silence 

The Mexican scientist also found 
the plant and animal life to the zone to 


be mutant. The green cactus that 
covers all of Mexico is present in the 
three - square - kilometer triangle but 
is clearly tinted purple. Centipedes are 
also tinted purple. Turtle shells found 
in the Zone are patterned with regular 
triangles. unlike all others of thetr 
species 

On July Li, 1970, a SAC Atlas - 
Agena intercontinental ballistic mis- 
stile missed its target in New Mexico, 
coming down instead in the Silent 
Zone. Such a directional flop for a 
multi - megaton, megabuck rocket ts 
very rare, so SAC and NASA began 
investigating the area where the rocket 
crashed 

The two federal agencies again 
confirmed the total radio silence of the 
Zone while also discovering that the 
area is littered with aerolites and tac- 
tites, metallic meteorites from the 
asteroid belt in space. Meterorite lan- 
dings are extremely rare on earth. It's 
estimated that only three to five 
meteorites strike the ground each

With the abundance of these ob- 
jects in the Silent Zone, “it would seem 
the area has had a monopoly on 
meteontes for a few million years.” 
observes author Glenn O'Brien in the 
February issue of High Times 
Psychics and outer - space buffs 
have suggested that the Silent Zone is 
a base for UFOs operating in the 
vicinity of earth and have reported 
several UFO sightings in the area 
NASA has speculated that the 
rotaton of the earth creates 
whirlpools in its magnetic fields and in 


the Van Allen belt, the laver of ionized 
Particles surrounding the earth. This 
might explain the Zone’s tendency to 
attract meteorites and rockets while 
repelling radio waves. NASA js still 
investigating the whole phenomenon 
High Times sent O'Brien to FI 
Zona del Silencio. located near the 
intersection of the Mexican states of 
Chihuahua, Durango and Coahuila. 
200 miles south of the Texas border 
O'Brien accompanied an expedition 
of UFOlogists, psychics. occult 
tourists and scientists to the Zone

Public favors draft 


My, how times have changed. A decade ago students were up in 
arms against the draft and now they are in support of reinstituting the 
involuntary service legislation for young men. 

George Gallup, whose polls have served as a catalyst for 
legislation, says that some 62 per cent of the public favors one year of 
national service. 

However, those effected by the proposed legislation, men 18-24, 
are opposed. Gallup reports that 50 per cent in that age group are in 
opposition while 47 per cent favor the service. Women and the public 
Oppose national service for the “fairer” sex. Some 51 per cent of the 
public oppose the program while 57 per cent of the women age 18-24 
oppose the service. 

Not surprisingly, most young men would prefer a non - military 
form of service, the Vista programs or the Peace Corps, but the public 
over all feels that military service should be required. 

Gallup feels that the change of heart has come about because of the 
unemployment figures and what he terms as students and young 
people being, “service - oriented.” 

“Many young people, if they had their choice. would like to go into 
the ‘helping’ professions, such as teaching, social work and the like,” 
he says. 

This opinion will probably remain intact until the United States 
blunders itself into another war. At that time the youth of this country 
may awaken from their peaceful sleep to see the insidious monster 
that is controlling their lives. 

But it will take another war, another tragedy and more death. It 
has always been easy to relate youth and the genera! population to 
lemmings, and the stampede to the sea is beginning.

: hangings and legalized killings that had little effect on the crime rate 

‘ A solution — convicted murderers should be sentenced to life im- 
prisonment without parole. Granted, that means the taxpayer would 
have the responsibility to feed, cloth and house the offender but isn't 
that more humane and actually as harsh of punishment? 

Arguments for the reenactment of the death penalty come from a 
frighteningly vendictive populace. An argument often heard is. 
“What would you do if he had killed your son, daughter, wife or 
parents?” As humans, the answer would probably be that the offender 
would be killed. But what would that actually accomplish? One other 
mother or father would be crying, so who is really being punished? 
Certainly not the offender, he is gone. 

But then, humans always flock to automobile accident scenes, 
trail fire engines and voraciously gobble up the violence on television 
and in the theater. This is all, apparently, good for society. And when 
capital punishment is practiced, no doubt television will bid for the 
production rights much as they do now for sports contests.

Behind Jimmy’s smile 


President Jimmy Carter smiles. 

President Jimmy Carter smiles and smiles and smiles. 

Political cartoonists have had a field day even before Carter took 
office, showing that smile in its extreme Position. However, as any 
careful observer will note, there are numerous variations of that 
smile 

There seems to be a small, intimate smile for personal use, a larger 
but controlled smile for official purposes and the good - old - boy 
smile for the campaign trail. 

At the inauguration, Carter smiled a lot. And everybody smiled 
with him. He was genuinely smiling at and with all of us. But then who 
wouldn't smile when he had just been sworn in as President of the 
United States. Even Nixon smiled on these occasions. 

Smiling that is, smiling presidents are only a recent innovation. 
We associate smiling with politicians, but it was not always so. 

The first President we think of as smiling was Teddy Roosevelt. 
Before Roosevelt we had an entire presidential protfolio of stiff for- 
mal portraits. Such portraits, it appears, are on the dour side because 
it was the fashion and because a person sitting for a portrait was re- 
quired to keep his face in a single attitude for a long time — sucha 
long time that even the most winning smile would dissolve into a 
grimace. 

Teddy Roosevelt, was in the White House shortly after the inven- 
tion of candid photography, which perhaps explains his effusive 
smile. That, and his love of carrying a big stick. 

Thus the image of the smiling politician is probably a product of 
the age of candid photography, which was born in 1888 when George 
Eastman invested the Kodak No. |, a hand - held snapshot camera. 

After this date, there was a gradual emergence of a certain in- 
formality. A politician could get photographed whenever he 
appeared in public, so he might as well be photographed smiling. 
Prior to the invention of photoengraving in 1887, it was the politician 
who paid the photographer to take his picture. By the early 1900's, the 
photograhers worked not for their subjects but for newspapers. 

Is the smile used so much by politicians to show optimism and con- 
fidence? Certainly FDR was aware of the importance of appearing 
optimistic at a time when most of the world was not. Truman wasa 
smiler (even while being profane) and Eisenhower was a born master; 
although his smile was always called a grin, “the famous grin.” 

Experts say, a smile is a protective mechanism. By maintaining his 
smile under all circumstances, whether it be an interview, a candid 
shot, or a debate, the politician seems to say, “Look at me, I am still 
smiling. Therefore, I am not taking the present embarrassing moment 
seriously. Neither should you.” 

Also, our best smiling presidents have had light colored eyes, 
which tend to give the impres‘son of misting with a huge grin. Nothing 
is more convincing than a beautiful grin and misting eyes. Carter has 
pale eyes which always seem to mist when he is smiling at his best. 
This powerful combination strikes a note of nostalgia, of dreams, of 

idealism. 

Carter's smiles seem genuine. They are warm, sparkling and spon- 
taneous. They seem genuine, as if he really means what he says. Let's 
hope so. God, let's hc pe so.

Jim Murray, sportswriter for the Los Angeles Times, wrote jan as 
sailing article dealing with the Minnesota Vikings’ fourth straigh 
Super Bowl demise. 

It was cute for all its bitter self - righteousness. And the facts he 
Presented can't be argued with, although his logic can. He labeled the 
Vikings losers, pure and simple. “One more of these and the AFC gets 
the Minnesota Vikings stuffed and put on their wall in the den.” 

What Murray fails to realize is that no single game can be a full 
measure of a teams prowess. Greatness cannot be achieved by one 
game, or even four or five. The late Vince Lombardi said it best “The 
greatest achievement is not in never falling, but in rising again after 
you fail.” 

There was a certain amount of irony in Murray's piece. As a 
member of the L.A. Times sports staff, he has probably covered the 
Rams from time to time. The Rams. as a quick trip through a record 
book will tell you, have wona grand total of four playoff games They 
have been losers ten times. 

For the past three years, the Rams have been stepping stones or 
doormats to the Super Bowl. The Vikings, who according to Murray 
should be trophies in the AFC's den, have defeated the Rams three 
times in the playoffs. The Rams have never beaten the Vikings in 
playoff competition. 

The last time the Rams wonan NFL championship, instant replay 
hadn't even been invented yet, and the 1955 Chevrolet was still four 
years away. The Vikings have won one NFL championship, and thre: 
NFC championships. 

Viking coach Bud Grant said after the game: “You have to accept 
the fact that you might lose a game like this as well as you could win it 
The teams are all good when they get this far.” 

Murray’s spiel was not confined to knocking the Vikes as a team 
but also attacked individuals.“. . he can't throw the long one but he 
threw a 75 - yard touchdown pass in this game,” he said of Fran 
Tarkenton. “Unfortunately, it was to Oakland. When Francis gets go- 
ing he throws to anybody who's open.” 

Nice try, Jim. How can you knock a quarterback who holds vir- 
tually every important record attainable? Most attempts, com- 
pletions, yards, touchdown Passes; and only four per cent of his 
Passes have been intercepted. 

He also criticized the Viking defensive line. “Of course, the 
Minnesota defensive line didn’t need the money. They're eligible for 
Social Security.” The so - called senile defensive line has given up an 
average of only 181.6 points per season since 1970. (The year when 
they were first tabbed ‘oid.’)
